«* Adtion, which 1s related in Verfe, after a pro- 
* bable, diverting and furprifing Manner. The 
laft part of this Definition diftinguifhes it from all 
other forts of Poems ; as firft from Comedy, be- 
canfe the Action of itis not Important; and be- 
fides the Poet fays nothing, buc only the Perfons 
he introduces fay and aé& all, juft asin a Tragedy, 
for which Reafon both this and that 1s ftyled a 
Dramatic Poem, and fo diftinguithed from the 
Fpic. It cannot be Material to hew how tue Epic 


differs from the Satyr, the Ode, the Elegy, the 
Epigram and other leffer Poems, which are filed 
by Critics imperfect Poems. We {hall therefore 
add farther to explain the Nature of the Epotéa 
that it has a neceflary Relation ro four Things, i 
the Poem, the Fable, Morality and Hittory, It 
belongs to the Poem and the Fable, as being a 
Species of each; to Hiftory as both the one and 
the other relates one or mor: Actions, and to Mo. 
tality as the principal Defign of it is to inf&rucd& 
Men in their Mora!s. From this Notion we have 
laid down, we may oblerve that the Poem of Ly. 
cretius, the Georgics of Virgil, and other Difcourfes 
in Verie concerning any Branch of nataral Philo. 
fopby, are no Parts of the Epopéa; for fach Pieces 
are not cdehgned to form Mens Manners: and 
befides the Inftruciions contained in them are with. 
out Difguife or A legory. And by this laft Rea-
